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THE TENTH ANNUAL MEETING. 


The Tenth Annual Meeting of the Association was held at the St. 
Bride Foundation Institute on Wednesday evening, June 14th, at 8 o'clock. 
The scrutineers met at 7 o'clock to examine the ballot papers and to 
count the votes in connection with the election of the new Committee. 


Mr. W. G. Chambers, the Chairman of the Association, presided 
at the meeting, and after the minutes of the last annual meeting had 
been read and signed, the Annual Report was submitted. 


Mr. Chambers, in moving the adoption of the Report, said that it 
was very gratifying to the Committee to be able to record progress all 
round. Perhaps the most important item referred to in the Report was 
the question of affiliation with the Library Association. This matter had 
received the most careful consideration of the Committee and he antici- 
pated that negotiations would be continued next session, as the Com- 
mittee were anxious to obtain more advantageous terms before bringing 
the question before the members. The attempts to form provincial 
associations, although not successful, were to be commended. The fact 
that these attempts had been, and were being made was satisfactory 
evidence that our provincial confréres were alive to the necessity of form- 
ing branches. One of the chief obstacles in forming these associations 
was, of course, the difficulty of arranging a common centre for meeting, 
and in addition they had to contend with the well-known apathy of 
assistants. This apathy. however, was not confined to the provinces, and 
in London quite a large field remained to be conquered, for while many 
libraries were well represented in the Association, there were still several 
important libraries from which we could not claim a single member. 


Mr. Sayers, seconding, said that if he remembered rightly, the 
Chairman last year adopted rather a pessimistic tone in speaking of the 
future of the Association. He thought that they might look upon this 
meeting as one of resurrection, inasmuch as better work had been done 
during the past session and the average attendance at meetings had 
been larger. We could therefore look forward to the future with confi- 
dence, and this pessimistic tone might disappear entirely. The proficiency 
tests instituted during the year had been very successful, and the eminent 
list of examiners showed that the best men in the profession were 
thoroughly in sympathy with our work. He sincerely hoped that 
affiliation with the Library Association would come about. The Com- 
mittee were right in endeavouring to obtain the best terms possible, but 
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it was rather a question of moral support than one of pe

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In accordance with notice given, Mr. Hatcher moved: 


That the following be added to Rule 5 (a)—‘ such Committee 
having power to co-opt a junior representation.’’ 


His object, he said, was simply to stimulate interest among junior 
members and to give them an opportunity of stating their views upon 
matters with which they were directly concerned. 


Mr. Roebuck seconded, and Mr. Sayers supported the motion. 


Mr. Thorne asked whether it would not be expedient to make the 
motion more explicit as to the number it was proposed to co-opt. Mr. 
Hogg also thought this was desirable. 


Mr. Harris moved, as an amendment, ‘‘ such Committee having 
power to co-opt a junior representation which shall not exceed five mem- 
bers, such co-opted members not having the power to vote.”’ Mr. 
Coutts seconded, and to this the meeting agreed. Mr. Harris’s amendment 
was then put as a substantive motion, and Mr. Hogg moved as an amend- 
ment ‘* that the co-opted representation should not exceed three members,”’ 
but this failed to find a seconder. 


Mr. Roebuck moved an addition to the substantive motion—viz., that 
‘such representation be elected twice a year.’’ Mr. Sayers seconded. 
Mr. Harris agreed to the addition, and the substantive motion then read: 


such Committee having power to co-opt a junior representation 
which shall not exceed five members, to be elected half-yearly, co-opted 
members not having the power to vote.”’ 


This was put to the meeting and carried, and Mr. Hatcher moved 
the second motion, of which notice had been given, viz. : 


The rescindment of Mr. Dyer's motion at the third annual meeting: 
‘That if a London member of the Committee fails to attend the meet- 
ings to which he is called for three consecutive months, his seat shall 
be declared vacant; such member having the right of appeal ; ’’ 


and in place thereof Le moved— 


‘That any officer or member of the Committee residing within the 
Metropolitan area, repeatedly absenting himself from Committee meet- 
ings, the Committee may, by a three-fourths majority, declare the seat 
vacant, such member having the right of appeal to a special general 
meeting convened under Rule 6 (c).”’ 


Mr. Sayers seconded. Mr. Hogg drew attention to the fact that when 
the original motion was carried there was a regular place of meeting. 
This was not so now, consequently it was more difficult for some members 
to attend regularly. Mr. Roebuck agreed that it was desirable to have a 
central meeting-place, but pointed out that this involved an expenditure 
which the Committee did not feel justified in incurring. 

Mr. Chambers suggested that the words ‘‘ 12-mile radius ’? be inserted 
in parentheses after the words ‘* Metropolitan area,’? and with this addi- 
tion the motion was carried. 


This concluded the business.

The last-named book, which contained a dedication to Henry VIIT., was 
as in the case of the ‘* Genethliacon,”’’ divided into two parts, the first of 
which was printed in Greek letter, while the second and supplemet 
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parts were set out in Italic and Roman types. Each part was supplied 
with a separate title-page, and contained some very fine pictorial initial 
letters, and the larger form of his device appears at the end. 

In 1544, Wolfe issued from his Press the ‘* Assertio inclytissimi 
Arturii Regis,’’ a work which was afterwards translated by R. Robinson 
under the better-known title ‘* Antient Order of Prince Arthur and His 
Knightly Armory of the Round Table,*’ and published either in 1582 or 
1583. In this same year (1544) also appeared a tract printed in black 
letter entitled ** The Late Expedicion in Scotlande,’’ ete. This was very 
similar in type and form to the ** Arithmetike ’’ published in the preceding 
year. During the year 1545 Wolfe printed two rather important books— 
Chrysostom's ** De Providentia Dei’? and the ** Cygnea Cantio.’* The 
latter was a quarto written vy John Leland, and although no printer’s 
name or device appears on its pages, it is generally attributed to Wolfe, 
as the type used for its printing closely resembles that used in the 

Genethliacon.’” These were succeeded in the following vear, 1546, by 
the ** Laudatio Pacis,"’ a quarto printed in Roman and Italic types, and 
again in 1547 by a tract entitled ** A Playne Declaration made at Oxforde 
the 24 daye of July by Mayster Richarde Smyth, Doctor in Divinitie.”’ 
In the last-mentioned year Wolfe was appointed King’s Printer in Latin, 
Greek, and Hebrew, and was granted an annuity of twenty-six shillings 
and eightpence for life. This appointment, in 1553, became the cause of a 
disagreement between Wolfe and Day. Day had obtained from Edward 
VI., in 1552, the right to print the Catechism in Latin and English, and 
Wolfe, as the holder of the right to print all books in Latin, strongly 
opposed this infringement of his patent. It was finally agreed that Wolfe 
should have the privilege of printing the Latin version, while Day should 
print the English. Neither party, however, obtained much advantage from 
this arrangement, for on the King’s death, a few months afterwards, the 


book was called in, 








In 1548, Wolfe published Recorde’s ** Vrinal of Physick,’ which was 
re-issued in 1567, and the ** Epistola Exhortatoria ad Pacem,’’ a quarto. 
Nothing of much importance was issued from Wolfe's press until the 
vear 1550, when the ** Newe Testament’? by Miles Coverdale was pub- 
lished. Unfortunately this book is now extremely rare, for on the acces- 
sion of Mary to the English throne, it was rigidly searched for and de- 
stroved by the Roman ‘atholic authorities who then came into nower.

efforts, and who are, therefore, the fittest judges of the missing educa- 
tional factor—has shown their appreciation of this fact. 


The libraries bridge the chasm between the scholar and the embryo 
citizen. Schooldays over, and the battle of life begun, the young man of 
the people trends his way to the public library for information on the 
subjects with which he is vitally concerned, and a knowledge of which is 
most necessary if he is to hold his place among his fellow men. He may 
wish to study carpentry, engineering, or perhaps even the profession of 
librarian; whatever it may be, there is his material. He avails himself 
of the aids at his disposal, and succeeds in the path of life he has chosen ; 
the town acquires a good citizen, and the State a useful subject to conduce 
toward the national welfare. 


The mechanic, the artisan, and the working-classes generally, who 
earn their bread by manual labour, are persons to whom public libraries 
are the most valuable asset of their social life. No leisure have they for 
the acquisition of degrees and other distinctions; theirs is the toil of life 
literally, and the libraries afford them facilities for improvement pro- 
fessionally, intellectually, and socially, and also the pure pleasure of re- 
creative reading. 

In the middle of the last century the establishment of public libraries 
was advocated as a method of social reform; to-day they are an indis- 
pensable method of national progress. By means of the rate levy they are 
supported by rich and poor alike without distinction, and with the public 
reading-rooms, stocks of reference, technical and recreative works, selec- 
tions of the best of the output of current periodical literature, reading- 
lists, bulletins, displayed lists of topical interest, lectures, etc., available for 
all classes of the community, no longer—at least in these islands—can it 
be said that *‘ le cabaret est le salon du pauvre.”’ 


The State, however, does little to assist the development of public 
library work, and the extension of its usefulness among the masses. 
The Ewart Bill was passed, and amendments to the ‘* Public Libraries 
Acts’? have at various times been made. More recently many difficulties 
have been removed in regard to rating, ete., but much remains to be 
done. The State expends large sums annually for the promotion of 
education among the people, but neglects a vital opportunity for tne con- 
tinuance of it at the stage when most necessary. 





By the people and the profession it has long been recognised that the 
penny rate, although generally sufficient—there are exceptions—to support 
the libraries, does not allow any margin for development or extension of 
usefulness. How many annual reports chronicle that regret? The rate 
limit may be removed, but many local bodies will hesitate to increase the 
burden of taxation for public library purposes, and in view of the heaviness 
of taxes to-day, especially in metropolitan boroughs, who shall blame them ? 


The people have established and maintain these institutions for a 
national purpose, and it is undoubtedly the duty of the Government to 
assist them in attainir 





an efficient progressive administration, and an 
extended sphere of operations in connéction with the national schools and 
other public educational institutions. 


Under present conditions the libraries are hampered. It is not, how- 
ever, State control that is needed; it is State aid. The State should 
ensure the libraries annual support, and should be the more willing, 
having, for more than half a century, had ample opportunity of measuring 
the benefits to the nation which have accrued.
